What happens when you com- 
bine two turkey basters, a gallon of se- 
men, and a room of naked men? You get 
a scene from The 1,000 Load Fuck, a film 
from San Francisco-based gay porn stu- 
dio Treasure Island Media. 

You also grab the attention 
of the state Occupational 
Safety and Health 
Administration. 

In 2013, voters in Los 
Angeles outlawed 
production of bare- 
back porn. Since 
then, self-appoint- 
ed pornography 
watchdogs such 
as Michael Wein- 
stein — President 
of the AIDS 
Healthcare Founda- 
tion in L.A. and the 
adult entertainment 
industry’s professional 
nemesis — have campaigned to 
mandate condoms in all Califor- 
nia-made smut. (Weinstein is 
a condom extremist; his oppo- 
sition to pre-exposure prophy- 
laxis, or PrEP, and allegations 
that AHF paid kickbacks in exchange 
for referrals to federal healthcare pro- 
grams, have made him a pariah among 
AIDS activists.) 

In 2009, AHF filed a complaint 
with Cal/OSHA arguing that Treasure 
Island Media violated occupational 







safety and health standards by expos- 
ing performers in the 1,000 Load Fuck 
to potential infections. Further, AHF 
said the studio misclassified perform- 
ers as independent contractors rather 
than employees — a common practice 
in porn. 
After a six-year investigation, an 
appeals board ruled last month 
that Treasure Island Me- 
dia’s failure to use con- 
doms wasn’t “serious,” 
and that 


the performers were indeed employ- 
ees. A $685 fine was assessed. 
Cal/OSHA couldn’t deem the vio- 
lations serious because there wasn’t 
enough evidence that the performers 
exposed to body fluids were more like- 
ly than not to contract an STD. (Trea- 
sure Island Media uses mostly per- 


formers who are already HIV-positive.) 


And while the employee classification 
in this case may haunt future skir- 
mishes between OSHA and porn pro- 
ducers, for now it applies 

only to this ruling.

Both AHF and Treasure Island 
Media claim victory. 

“Standards have changed,” Wein- 
stein says. “Exposing a person toa 
thousand loads of cum is not a tri- 
fle. In what bizarre world does Trea- 
sure Island think this is normal?” 

Buoyed by this, AHF is pushing 
the statewide condom measure for 
the 2016 ballot. And Weinstein 
vows to continue filing complaints 
against condomless porn. According 

to the Los Angeles Times, AHF has 
a $750 million budget, so 
money is no object. 
Meanwhile, Karen 
Tynan, Treasure Island 
Media's attorney, says the 
ruling sets a precedent in 
favor of porn companies. 

“Treasure Island is edgy 
and out there, but content is 
not the linchpin of this case,” 
she says. The three-person [OSHA] 

panel took a more academic ap- 
proach. It shouldn’t be about 
content but about the appli- 
cation of the law.” 
As to whether this ruling 
will chill porn production 
in California, Tynan demurs. 
“A lot of ideas about porn 
production are from Boogie 
Nights. Your editor can be in 
Bumfuck, Kentucky, now — it 
doesn’t matter. With technolo- 
gy and the cloud and cameras, 
you can film anywhere in the 
world.” 











A Real 
Emergency 


The bathrooms in S.F. fire 
Stations are Supposed to be 
public. That's news to the 
public (and a bathroom- 
challenged homeless 
population).

For function-obsessed scribes 
at the Chronicle, 2015 has been the sum- 
mer of shit. 

Since August 1, the newspaper has 
published at least eight articles decrying 
the human effluvia on our city’s streets. 
As San Francisco prepares to pretty 











itself to host Super Bowl fans, there are 

more public poopers and pissers than 

ever, declared the outraged paper. 
Much blame has been assigned to 


the city’s estimated 6,800 homeless — 


most of whom, as many a leg-crossing 
tourist on a fruitless quest for a Star- 
bucks has discovered, have nowhere 
else to go. Public bathrooms are in 
such short supply that the city now 
wheels out temporary portable bath- 
rooms to hotspots like Sixth Street. 
But it turns out there are as many as 
45 under-utilized public bathrooms in 
San Francisco — at each of the city’s 
fire stations. 

Ground-floor restrooms at fire 


stations are public restrooms, available 


between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. (unless 
there’s a fire, in which case the bath- 
room is closed, no matter how dire the 
other emergency). 


One would think this could help 
stem the tide of urine that’s drowning 
us (and caused one corroded light pole 
to collapse). 

The problem is that nobody seems 
aware the bathrooms are available. 

“Nobody on our staff had heard 
about it,” says Jennifer Friedenbach, 
the Coalition on Homelessness’s Exec- 
utive Director. “The city should put the 
word out that they’re available.” 

This could be because even the 
firefighters themselves don’t know 
their station bathrooms are public 
pissoirs. SF Weekly was alerted to the 
situation only by the vigilance of Mi- 
chael Petrelis, a controversial Castro 
District blogger and activist (who was 
once served a restraining order for 
photographing a politician in a City 
Hall public restroom). And Petrelis was 
only made aware of the policy after 


he received a July 30 SFFD memo via 
the Fire Commission, where he’d been 
raising a stink about increasing public 
access to meetings. 

When Petrelis put the policy to 
the test at his local fire station, the 
firefighters there were unaware of the 
public access rule, but happily escort- 
ed him to the toilet, he reported on 
his blog. 

This covertness could be by design. 
SFFD policy also allows firefighters to 
deny access to anyone who appears 
inebriated. That would rule out imbib- 
ing revelers. It could also rule out a fair 
number of the city’s homeless, many 
of whom suffer from addiction — in 
other words, the people most in need 
would find the fire station bathrooms 
off limits. 

Which means it’s back to the streets 
— and watching where you step.

A public records request 
reveals who politicians 
block on Twitter.

Usually, public officials 
are chastised for looking at porn 
at work, not for blocking it. 

But thanks to Angela 
Greben’s crusade to get 
California public officials to 
“unblock” Twitter accounts, 
San Francisco City Attorney 
Dennis Herrera and District 
Attorney George Gascon find 
themselves under unusual 
scrutiny. 

A self-described “1st 
Amendment fan” with 462 
Twitter followers at press time, 
Greben files public records 
requests to expose “unlawful 
Twitter blocking by public of- 
ficials,” including Herrera and 
Gascon. 

Most of the accounts 
Gascon has blocked sound like 
@KJHobss1985, who tweeted, 
“To all illegal alien felons, 
please proceed directly to San 
Francisco! Ask for George 
Gascon!” 

Gascon also “mistakenly” 
blocked Examiner reporter 
@jonahowenlamb and Chronicle 
columnist @debrajsaunders. 

Herrera’s office, meanwhile, 
blocked mostly porn accounts, 
including @imabottom, 
@sexyeyes34dd, @REALTHICK- 
ANSEXY, @nakednewz, and 
@ClassyLingerie. 

“This is not how democracy 
is supposed to work,” Greben 
wrote on her blog. And while 
blocking risqué Twitter ac- 
counts isn’t democracy under 
attack, the block lists produced 
an interesting outcome. 

After Greben’s request, the 
City Attorney’s office sid that it 
recognizes work-related social 
media accounts and private 
messages from those accounts 
as subject to government pub- 
lic records requests. 

That’s new. 

Journalists and citizens 
play a game of cat-and-mouse 
in uncovering politicians’ 
secrets. When work emails 
fell under public record 
laws, officials moved their 
communications to private 
emails and text messages. As 
those become accessible, social 
media may be the new frontier 
of communication in the 
shadows.

The Shrimp Boy Factor 


A onetime political hopeful who lied about his residency and worked with Shrimp Boy Chow ts helping elect 
Supervisor Julie Christensen.

San Francisco’s Chinatown is a 
ghost town at night. After the bustling 
produce and poultry markets close, you 
can walk from Columbus Avenue all the 
way to Union Square without seeing 

a soul. 

The eerie solitude is good for 
reflection but bad for business. In 
Hong Kong, merchant trade goes on 
after sundown at “night markets” 

— pop-up affairs reminiscent of 
farmers markets, but with clothing 
and consumer goods instead of bok 
choy and kale. 

At the turn of the millennium, 
well-connected Chinatown merchant 
leaders — including former Port 
Commissioner Pius Lee, one of Willie 
Brown's conduits to the Canton- 
ese-speaking community — brought 
Hong Kong-style night markets to 
Portsmouth Square. By some ac- 
counts, the Chinatown Neighborhood 
Association night markets didn’t offer 
much: “bargain knickknacks,” as the 
organizers put it, along with boot- 
legged Andy Lau DVDs and knockoff 
Louis Vuitton bags. 

But it was enough to draw the 
attention of Raymond “Shrimp Boy” 
Chow. In 2009, when Shrimp Boy was 
still attempting to paint himself as a 
reformed ex-con — rather than a gang- 
ster still deep in the criminal game, 
as prosecutors in his ongoing federal 
case now allege — his Ghee Kung Tong 
group, also known as the “Chinese 
Freeemasons, attempted to take over 
the market. City officials, including 
then-Supervisor David Chiu (whose 
physical health and safety Chow later 
threatened, leading to police pro- 
tection for the politician) balked at 
handing over the market to a shady 
character like Chow. 

But Shrimp Boy had an associate 
who did take over the market — a Chi- 
natown advocate and union organizer 
named Leon Chow. 

With help from Steve Kawa, Mayor 
Ed Lee’s chief of staff, Leon Chow 
secured a permit for the night market 
in 2010 on behalf of his union, Ser- 
vice Employees International Union 
— United Healthcare Workers West 
(why home healthcare workers were in- 
terested is still unclear, but the union 
accepted a $5,000 check from Pius Lee 
to do it). 

His tenure with the market was 
brief: the night market ran for a 
full season in 2010 but for only two 
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Saturdays in 2011 before closing. 
Chow, too, would soon drop off the 
scene. He mounted a brief campaign 
for city supervisor in 2012, running 
against incumbent progressive John 
Avalos in the Excelsior District. That 
effort ended after it was revealed that 
Chow lived in Walnut Creek, not the 
Excelsior; having committed the same 
offense that landed disgraced former 
Supervisor Ed Jew in federal prison 
(lying about his residence on a voter 
registration form) it seemed Chow’s 
political career was over. 

But this summer, Chow has reap- 
peared on San Francisco’s political 
scene. He’s back in Chinatown, work- 
ing to help elect Julie Christensen, 
Mayor Lee’s appointee to Chiu’s old 
seat on the Board of Supervisors. 

Chow isn’t involved with Chris- 
tensen’s official campaign. Instead, 
he’s attending rallies and events put 
on by one of the independent expen- 
diture committees organized in sup- 
port of Christensen. Chow spoke at a 
neighborhood cleanup on Columbus 
Avenue, and he was present when two 
busloads of Chinese seniors arrived at 
the offices of Chinese-language news- 
paper World Journal to protest a story 
by veteran reporter Portia Li’s that 
was critical of Christensen. 

Similar to the Super PACs in pres- 
idential campaigns funded by activist 
billionaires such as the Koch brothers, 


these campaign committees — known 
as IEs — are not restricted by contri- 
bution limits. Thus, they are reposito- 
ries for soft money, and lots of it. An 
IE funded by tech magnates, including 
LinkedIn co-founder Reid Hoffman, 
helped bury Chiu’s opponent, Da- 

vid Campos, in a deluge of negative 
campaign mailers during last year’s 
Assembly race. 

Chow, still a $100,000-plus earner 
on his union’s executive committee, 
could not be reached for comment. 
But despite his questionable ethics 
and embarassing exit in 2012, he still 
has clout. 

“He’s a great organizer,” said 
Christian Garcia of Tramutola, the 
consulting firm retained by the 
Alliance for Jobs and Sustainable 
Growth, a building trades union- 
backed IE that supports moderate po- 
litical candidates. Chow, a former co- 
chair of the Alliance, is there strictly 
on a volunteer basis, Garcia said, but 
is proving valuable. 

Chow comes in handy “whenever 
we need precinct walkers or phone 
bankers who speak the language,” Gar- 
cia said. “It’s very difficult to find good 
quality people who can do this kind 
of work.” 

But even now, Chow isn’t exactly 
playing by the rules. At the protest 
of the World Journal, elderly Chinese 
speakers toted signs supporting

Christensen. That makes it a political 
event, and the buses that ferried the 
seniors south to the World Journal's 
Peninsula offices a political expense. 
Thus far, nothing accounting for this 
spending has been filed with the city’s 
Ethics Commission. (Then again, 

the Alliance has not yet reported 

its spending; delaying filings helps 
Christensen and hurts her opponent, 
Aaron Peskin, who can receive more 
public financing as more spending 
against him is reported). 

Christensen can't be held account- 
able for Leon Chow’s past or current 
actions any more than Chow can be 
held responsible for Shrimp Boy’s 
misdeeds, such as the still-unsolved 
2006 shooting death of Chinatown 
businessman Allen Leung, who 
Shrimp Boy succeeded as “dragon- 
head” of the Ghee Kung Tong. (The 
FBI “has never missed an opportunity 
to try to paint Chow guilty for the 
murder,’ according to a court filing by 
Shrimp Boy’s lawyers). 

Even so, one is judged by one’s com- 
pany. And Chow’s involvement with 
Christensen begs a question: if she 
wins, what will he want in return?

SPIN CYCLE 


Airbnb is doing whatever it can to 
defeat Prop. F, the ballot measure 
that would outlaw listing a San 
Francisco housing unit on Airbnb 
or other “home-sharing” websites 
for more than 75 nights per year. 

Last week, the company an- 
nounced it hired former White 
House strategist Chris Lehane 
to be its new head of global 
policy and public affairs. Le- 
hane, nicknamed the “Master of 
Disaster,” is a high-profile spin 
doctor best known for managing 
fallout from Whitewater and the 
Monica Lewinsky affair during 
Bill Clinton’s scandal-plagued 
presidency. 

Last year, Lehane co-wrote 
a book, Masters of Disaster: The 
Ten Commandments of Damage 
Control, outlining “the strategies 
that can make real time news 
alerts, Twitter trend lines and 
viral videos work for you rather 
against you, according to the 
jacket copy. 

Perhaps most relevant to 
the showdown over Prop. F is 
Lehane’s First Commandment of 
damage control: full disclosure. 
Given Airbnb’s refusal to release 
numbers quantifying its impact 
on San Francisco, Lehane should 
be prepared to sin against him- 
self.

End of the 
free-for-all 


Governor Jerry Brown has spo- 
ken: It is time to get a grip on California's 
unregulated medical cannabis industry. 

But even with JB’s blessing, nothing 
is guaranteed. 

It’s nearing the 11th hour in Sacra- 
mento, where lawmakers and lobbyists 
are hammering out the final details of 
the first statewide regulations for Cal- 
ifornia’s multibillion-dollar marijuana 
industry. 

Last week, Brown circulated among 
lawmakers his preferred vision for a 
regulated California cannabis industry. 

Licenses would be required for every 
level of commercial cannabis activity — 
with a carve-out for individual patients 
and patient caregivers — and each li- 
cense would be tiered, giving mom-and- 
pop operations a chance while taxing 
Big Marijuana appropriately. All this 
would be overseen by the state. 

There’s a real sense of urgency to get 
this done before next year, when voters 
will potentially be asked to legalize rec- 
reational marijuana. The deadline for 
bills to escape the Legislature is Sept. 11; 
Brown’s signature is needed in October. 

This means the time is now. 

However, as of press deadline Tues- 
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day, Brown’s language was absent from 
proposed bills in the Legislature. 

Instead, Assembly Bill 266, the bill 
most watched by cannabis industry 
insiders, is almost entirely empty. Ina 
parliamentary maneuver called “gut and 
amend,’ the bill was stripped of earlier, 
rejected language. At some point — one 
would hope soon — it will be amended 
to have preferred language inserted. 

What did remain as of press dead- 
line was a requirement that another bill 
— Senate Bill 643 — be passed in order 
for any of AB 266 to become law. 

What’s standing in the way of get- 
ting this done? “Egos,” one insider said. 

As of now, SB 643, authored by Sen. 
Mike McGuire (D-Healdsburg), would, 
among other things: 

- Create an “Office of Medical Mari- 
juana Regulation” in the state Business, 
Consumer Affairs, and Housing Agency, 
which would be re- 
sponsible for crafting 
and imposing regula- 
tions by Jan. 1, 2018; 

¢ Require all com- 
mercial cannabis ac- 
tivity to be licensed; 

¢ Allow for can- 
nabis to be “tracked” 
from seed to sale to 
prevent California 
weed from flowing to 
other states;

¢ Allow for every conceivable form of 
marijuana activity to be taxed; 

- Mandate laboratory testing and 
allow for the state certification of test- 
ing labs; 

- Allow for regulators to establish 
a maximum potency level for canna- 
bis and cannabis extracts (1,000 mg 
brownie lovers, beware); 

¢ Require the Department of Agri- 
culture to create standards for organic 
marijuana by 2020, and create a canna- 
bis appellation system similar to wine 
by that time; 

¢ Allow for unregulated cultivation 
of medical marijuana by individual pa- 
tients or patient caregivers; 

¢ Require the California Highway 
Patrol to figure out a way to find out if a 
driver is stoned; 

To do all this would cost $25 mil- 
lion to begin with, according to 
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an Aug. 26 state Senate analysis, and 
as much as $50 million on an annual 
basis. 

The state’s general fund would pay 
for that in the beginning. After that? 
Hopefully cannabis would pay for itself, 
but under McGuire’s bill, the state mon- 
ey would come from licensing fees. The 
tax money — aside from state sales tax 
— would stay local. 

This all sounds reasonable enough. 
However, there are many industry play- 
ers working overtime to kill the bill, 
or at least weaken it enough to protect 
pre-existing business models. 

Just like any other industry. 

The situation is apt to change daily, 
so keep your eyes out. 


2,000 Dispensaries, 1,500 
Tax Scofflaws 
Nobody really knows how many 
medical marijuana dispensaries are in 
California (the lack of a state license 
and statewide regulation is a major rea- 
son why). 
That hasn’t stopped 
Board of Equalization 
member Fiona Ma from haz- 
arding a guess — and from 
guessing how many of those 
are dodging state sales taxes. 
After crunching what 
data is available — some of 
the best of which are listings 
from WeedMaps, as sad as 
that sounds — Ma arrived 
at a figure of about 2,000 
brick-and-mortar cannabis 
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businesses from the Mexican border 
to Oregon. 

Of those, only about a quarter have 
BOE sellers’ permits. Which means 75 
percent of the state’s medical marijuana 
clubs are dodging the taxman, according 
to Ma. 

It’s better in the Bay Area, but not 
by much. Here, only roughly half of 
dispensaries are dodging their taxes, 
according to Lizette Mata, a spokes- 
woman for Ma. 

(This is real money. One since-closed 
San Francisco dispensary on 10th Street 
and its former operator, Robert Martin, 
are on the list of the state’s top 500 tax 
scofflaws, with debts to the taxman of 
more than $1.6 million.) 

As for how much tax revenue those 
dispensaries are bringing in? Wait for it: 
nobody really knows! 

The BOE last ran an estimate of 
statewide marijuana sales and resulting 
tax revenue in 2007. Back then, sales 
could be as high as $1 billion. 

That was eight years ago — before 
dabs, CO2 oil cartridges, high-end, 
branded edibles, and before Barack 
Obama became president — in other 
words, before the industry as we know 
it existed. 

How much bigger has the cannabis 
industry become since then? Double, 
triple? 

The BOE is anticipating a new esti- 
mate at some point, Mata said. No word 
on what it will be, but it won’t be small.

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Comic, actress, jazz singer, onetime San Franciscan, and “Rebel Rebel” Lea DeLaria comes to the Regency Ballroom.

Lea DeLaria loves the c-word. 
She is trying to “de-demonize it” and 
bring it back into popular usage, in one 
precise context. 

“T advocate that we only use it as a 
positive adjective,” she told me, when I 
asked about her movement to popular- 
ize the hashtag #totescunt. 

“Cunts are fabulous, and cunt has 
come to mean something bad, and I 
would like to change that around and 
make it mean something good. I hardly 
invented that; it’s a big part of The Va- 
gina Monologues. So ‘totes’ — which is 
how the kids say ‘totally’ today — when 
something’s great, it’s totes cunt!” 

DeLaria also loves David Bowie, and 
her latest jazz album, House of David, is 
a compendium of Bowie covers.

There is a connection between the 
two. When DeLaria was first starting 
out as a comic in San Francisco around 
1982, her material was so aggressive, 
radical, and challenging that she quick- 
ly realized the crowds needed a break 
from the onslaught. 

“You need to be able to give your 
audience a respite so they can think 
about what you just said and chill 
out from being berated by this much 
controversial material,” she said. “I 
learned right away in San Francisco 
that because my comedy was loud 
and obnoxious and in your face, and 
fast-fast-fast-fast, ‘dyke-dyke-dyke, 
‘cunt-cunt-cunt, they would laugh re- 
ally hard — but they could only take it 
for a small amount of time. If I sanga 
little jazz standard, it would give them 
a break. So I lulled them into a false 
sense of security and started scream- 
ing ‘dyke’ and ‘fuck’ and ‘cunt’ again.” 

Years down the line, those jazz 
standards have accumulated to where 
she has “a wide range of music and 
comedy that I can do at amoment’s 
notice,’ much of which she’ll be per- 


forming at the Regency Ballroom on 
Saturday, Sept. 19. 

So why Bowie? 

She threw the question right back 
at me, with mock indignation. 

“Why wouldn't I choose Bowie? 
What the fuck, the man has been in 
the public eye as a no. 1 hitmaker since 
the 1960s. Everybody knows David 
Bowie. Ever hear anybody go, ‘Oh that 
hack, David Bowie’? No! Nobody would 
ever say that, he’s David-fucking-Bow- 
ie! And his music lends itself so per- 
fectly to the language of jazz. The lyrics 
are so insightful.” 

Vehement fandom aside, DeLaria 
didn’t choose Bowie for purely musical 
reasons. The through-line between pop 
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culture’s most famous gender-bender 
and a handsome, brashly mascu- 
line-of-center comic isn’t hard to see. 
(Nor is DeLaria the only queer comic 
with a Bowie fixation; as of this writ- 
ing, Cameron Esposito’s Twitter avatar 
is her as Ziggy Stardust.) 

Further, if the show goes well, 
DeLaria hopes that she can back to S.F. 
and perform House of David in its en- 
tirety, with four backup singers, a nine- 
piece choir, and a quintet of musicians. 
She would also very much like to see 
David Bowie in the audience one night. 
(They’ve never met.) 

Bowie was “the first person that I 
watched, the first person I admired, and 
the first person that I purchased” who 


flouted gender norms, DeLaria said. “He 
really might have been the first artist to 
show me that was cool.” 

A similar transgressive fearlessness 
informs her portrayal of Carrie “Big 
Boo” White on Orange Is the New Black, 
which is doubtless how many people 
under 40 know DeLaria best. At first, 
the character was written as a vehicle 
for her comedic style, but in the third 
season, the writers developed Carrie’s 
backstory, with one particularly poi- 
gnant scene involving a confrontation 
with her father in a hospital corridor, 
after he refused to let her visit her 
dying mother while dressed as a butch 
lesbian. DeLaria called it “challenging.” 

“I approach all this as an intern- 
ship,” she said. “My acting school was 
a comedy club, and so whenever I get 
a part where acting is required, I’m 
always a little insecure. I always feel 
like ’'m not as good as everyone else 
around me. Most people tell me to ‘go 
fuck myself and shut up, I’m great.’ The 
most difficult thing is trying to live up 
to how great I feel this show is.” 

DeLaria has elsewhere described 
her career as “one long, slow climb 
to the middle” — although “that was 
before Orange,’ she told me — and 
it’s undeniable that her trajectory is 
atypical. Occasional intrusions into the 
mainstream (Matlock, Friends, the com- 
pletely forgotten animated show The 
Oblongs) preceded her stint on OJTNB, 
but the 57-year-old is at the peak of her 
fame. Does any moment stand out as 
her proudest? 

“T think that I’ve been able to make 
it to this level in show business without 
having once not been the person that 
Iam,” she said. “All the odds should 
be stacked against me for that in this 
industry. That’s why the SAG Award [for 
Outstanding Performance by an Ensem- 
ble in a Comedy Series] made me feel so 
emotional, that I got to this point and 
was never once in the fucking closet. 
Never once did I not say what I thought. 
I stuck to my guns and in the face of the 
right or the left, conservatives and liber- 
als, from whiny lesbians to whiny bisex- 
uals to whiny trans to whiny gay men.” 

She paused. 

“T include all of us in the ‘whiny’ 
there. I’m sure I missed somebody.”

SUN OF YORK 


This March — almost three years after a 
remarkable discovery in an old parking 
lot — the mortified bones of Richard 
Ill were interred at Leicester Cathedral. 
Benedict Cumberbatch, a distant relative 
of the House of York’s final king, read his 
eulogy: “My bones, scripted in light, 
upon cold soil, a human Braille. My skull, 
scarred by a crown, emptied of history...” 
Considering the brevity of Richard’s 
reign — two years, in contrast with 
Henry VIII's 38 or Elizabeth I’s 45 — he 
remains one of Britain’s most vivid mon- 
archs, in no small part due to Shake- 
speare’s rendering of the loquacious, 
self-aware anti-hero in Richard III. 
Whether true in its Machiavellian char- 
acterization or shaped by the Tudors’ 
propaganda, Shakespeare’s script has 
drawn the world’s finest to the role: Lau- 
rence Olivier, Peter Dinklage, Ian Holm, 
Kevin Spacey, Alec Guinness, and, most 
notably, Ian McKellen with a chilling 
1995 interpretation. Relative newcomer 
Aidan O'Reilly could not have chosen a 
better stage on which to tackle the 
“rudely stamp’d,” “deformed, unfinish’d” 
hunchback. Surrounded by trees, the 
specially-built amphitheater is posi- 
tioned to use the setting sun and full 
moon as a spotlight for the Marin Shake- 
speare Company.

BITTER MOON 


There was a time when fermentation (the 
transformation of rotten food into 
well-preserved victuals or, better yet, alco- 
hol) was considered divine. Divine may 
not be the word we would use to describe 
Icelandic strsadir hritspungar, a block of 
pressed ram’s testicles that is pickled in 
lactic acid to form a sour paté; or chal, a 
Turkic beverage made from spoiled cam- 
el’s milk. In America, our capacity for 
what the Japanese call umami is often 
limited to beer, cheese, and the occasional 
miso soup. Still, even within our flavor 
zone, there is much to explore — like beer 
made from millet! During Fermented 
NightLife, UC Berkeley’s Dr. Patricia 
Bubner joins millet brewmasters to im- 
part the advantages of fermented fodder, 
after which cicerone Rich Higgins — one 
of only 10 beer masters in the world — 
speaks on the elegance of sour beer (sam-

GEMS OF THE OCEAN 


Chances are you ve never seen a stubby 
squid or heard of a broadbase tunicate. 
But more than 98 percent of ocean-dwell- 
ing animal species are, like these unusual 
creatures, invertebrates, and nature pho- 
tographer Susan Middleton gives them 
the recognition they've long lacked in 
Spineless, her latest book. Middleton will 
speak about the book’s 250 images of di- 
verse, complicated, and eye-popping in- 
vertebrates, including a fuzzy red-spot 
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crab, a pink brittle star, a tiger cowry, a 
hooded nudibranch, and something called 
a sea angel (it looks as otherworldly as it 
sounds). The project involved seven years 
of work in the Pacific Ocean and the use of 
techniques Middleton developed to pho- 
tograph the fragile animals. Middleton, 
who has worked with notable photogra- 
pher Richard Avedon, is an artist as well 
as a naturalist and is known for photo- 
graphing rare, delicate creatures on solid 
backgrounds. She describes herself as 
drawn to subjects that usually go unseen. 
Her portrait-like images inspire us to con- 
sider each of these animals individually 
and completely. Expect to be fascinated.

HERE BE DRAGONS 


Anyone who has strolled through North 
Beach along the city’s oldest avenue has 
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felt the lure of Schein & Schein. Filled 
with old books, historic photographs, and 
drawer after drawer of antique maps, it 
hints at adventure in the great unknown. 
A short chat with Jimmie Schein reveals a 
polymath’s understanding of what you 
are actually seeing, In 1852, marshes in- 
tersected Mission Plank Road (the toll 
lane which carried gold to Mission Bay) 
and an 80-foot sand dune blocked Market 
Street between Second and Third; boxcars 
would work day and night to shift the 
sand to fillin Yerba Buena Cove. By 1853, 
when well-known draftsman Richard P. 
Bridgens came for a fresh survey, a lot had 
changed (to start, a plank road called Fol- 
som Street had opened, as had the first 
gas-lit theater). Between 1852 and 1854, 
18 earthquakes and at least 10 fires were 
reported, but a copy of Bridgen’s tremen- 
dous map survived within the hallowed 
walls of the Mechanics’ Institute. In his 
talk “Tent City No More,” Schein cele- 
brates the map’s new exhibit on the sec- 
ond floor and explains the complex 
history its surprising detail reveals. 

“Tent City No More” begins at 6 p.m. 
at Mechanics’ Institute, 57 Post St., S.E

SISTERS DOIN’ IT FOR THEMSELVES 


There are few things as disappointing as a bad adaptation of a familiar tale—a 
slew of contemporary takes on Little Red Riding Hood spring to mind. Con- 
versely, a thoughtful retelling — say John Gardner’s interpretation of Beowulf 
from the monster’s perspective, or Euripides’ nuanced portrayal of Medea — can 
resonate as deeply as any original script. Certainly that is the hope behind “In 
Plain Sight: Stories You Never Knew You Knew.’ This anthology of six 
short plays includes two takes on Cinderella — the stark Pankhadi and the Prince 
and whimsical Palace Watch — as well as Mississippi Medea, in which our be- 
trayed murderess appears on a daytime talk show, and My Name is Mother, based 
on Medea’s Hispanic counterpart La Llorona (The Weeping Woman). The pro- 
gram concludes with When Briseis Met Chryseis, which has Paris’s cousin falling 
for Chryseis’ daughter, instead of that poochy-lipped Achilles from 2004's Troy;

While some deemed his homes charming, others mocked them as conformist 
eyesores reflective of a warped suburban dream. Either way, real-estate giant 
Henry Doelger significantly shaped the local landscape with the postwar tract 
housing he built, including the Westlake District of Daly City. One of the nation’s 
first large tract suburban areas, the neighborhood received positive press in Life 
Magazine and other publications in the 1950s. But singer Malvina Reynolds in- 
delibly derided its rows of similar midcentury homes in her song “Little 
Boxes.” Rob Keil, who has lived in or near Westlake all his life, remains in the af- 
fectionate camp. He has wrote a book and made a documentary on the subject, 
and will screen the latter, Little Boxes: The Legacy of Henry Doelger, in 
San Francisco. The 45-minute documentary profiles Doelger, who also built por- 
tions of San Francisco’s Sunset District, and details the development of the 
Westlake community. A Q&A with Keil will follow the film.

SILLY SURREAL SYMPHONIES 


A friendship between the father of Mickey Mouse and Salvador “I am drugs” Dali 
might seem farfetched but, in a letter written to Surrealist André Breton in 
1937, Dali called Walt Disney one of the great American Surrealists. Their for- 
mal collaboration lasted only six months, but as shown by the letters, film, pho- 
tographs, and artwork currently on display, their personal relationship endured 
long after the work was abandoned. Sadly, Destino, the result of their mutual ad- 
miration, did not screen until 2003, four years after Disney’s nephew discovered 
its derelict remnants and employed a team of animators to piece together Dali's 
original storyboards. Set toa melancholy tune by Mexican songwriter Armando 
Dominguez, it follows a woman and the god Chronos through fields of goggling 
eyeballs and melting telephones, among shadows that turn into clothing and 
ants that turn into bicyclists. Every Sunday in September, Destino will be shown 
with episodes from Disney’s groundbreaking Silly Symphony, a series of 75 
shorts — everything from The Skeleton Dance and Cannibal Capers, to Mother 
Goose Melodies and the first Technicolor cartoon Flowers and Bees — that would 
have surely turned Dali's head as early as 1929.

More than just reproductions on wall calendars or inspirations for the house 
in Psycho or a Madonna tour, the artwork of Edward Hopper deeply influenced 
some of the 20th century’s most significant painters, including Richard Die- 
benkorn. In view of that connection, Stanford’s Cantor Arts Center is present- 
ing a twin pack for art lovers in the form of two exhibits featuring recent 
acquisitions. Richard Diebenkorn: The Sketchbooks Revealed contains all 29 
sketchbooks kept by Diebenkorn over a career that took him from abstract ex- 
pressionism to Bay Area figuratism to his Ocean Park series — an abstract proj- 
ect so accessible that even abstraction haters embraced it.

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OUR MAN IN HAVANA

After the U.S.S.R. collapsed, 


Cuba, having relied heavily on Soviet 
imports and exports, went into an eco- 
nomic crisis. Though Cubans suffered 
from food and petroleum shortages, 
adaptation by artists, writers, and mu- 
sicians resulted in a cultural boom. 
“The Light in Cuban Eyes,” at Jenkins 
Johnson Gallery in San Francisco, pres- 
ents the work of over a dozen photog- 
raphers who began their careers during 
or after this turbulent era. 

Many people speak about Cuba as 
if it were frozen in the Kennedy Ad- 
ministration, when the Castro broth- 
ers were still young and rebellious, 
but Cuba’s culture is as contemporary 
as it is complex. The recent liberal- 
ization of U.S. policy has brought 
attention to Cuba and its place in the 
21st century. “The Light in Cuban 
Eyes” provides a glimpse at the range 
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of photographers working in Cuba, 
a nation they portray as imaginative 
and rooted in history, a place defined 
by bustling cities, rural communities, 
and the people who inhabit them. 
Liudmila & Nelson are a Moscow- 
and Berlin-born duo who met while 
studying at Havana’s San Alejandro 


Academy of Fine Art in the early ’90s. 


Their work is often surreal, blending 
incongruous objects 
to create unreal 
scenes. A piece from 
their El Viaje series 
(2004) depicts an 
open suitcase set 
against an ocean 
background. The 
silhouette of a hu- 
man, rendered with 
an image of the sea, 
is tucked tightly 
into the luggage. 
This ambiguous im- 


agery simultaneously evokes human 
smuggling and the childlike desire 
to stow away in another traveler’s 
luggage. 

Also engaging with the sea is 
Ramsés Batista’s 2008 La Tormenta 
(“The Storm”), a humorous take on 
the traditional black-and-white fe- 
male nude. The model’s bare breasts 
and neck are seen with the ostensible

focus on shadow and form that char- 
acterize so many nudes. But atop her 
right breast — a tempestuous wave 
about to crest — three tiny paper 
boats precariously float. The other- 
wise highbrow aesthetic is dominated 
by the absurdity of these miniature 
seafarers. 

In another unreal but more sober 
photograph, Reinaldo Echemendia 
Cid combines metaphor and a nude 
figure to create a visceral political 
statement. A naked, muscular Af- 
ro-Cuban man stretches between two 
wheels of an antique-looking train. 
He acts as a coupling rod, holding 
together the train’s driving wheels, 
and his power and labor stand in for 
the engines of the locomotive and 
of industry. His nakedness evokes 
his herculean strength, as well as the 
degradation of backbreaking toil and 
slave markets. Considered within the 
context of Cuba as one of the first 
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and last sites of transatlantic slavery 
and of the importance of the slave-in- 
tensive sugar industry, the photo- 
graph exudes power. 

Nudes and seminudes represent 
something different for experimental 
filmmaker and photographer Juan 
Carlos Alom, whose black-and-white 
work teeters between intimate and 
erotic. In one piece, a shirtless man 
stands casually in front of a woman 
who bends over a worktable gently 
pulling her shirt off, her skirt zipper 
already undone. Clearly posed in 
front of a photo studio backdrop, the 
image resembles a still life, doesn’t 
denote voyeurism, and is sensual but 
not titillating. 

The abundance of black-and-white 
photography is not relegated to 
metaphorical nudes and seminudes, 
however. Leysis Quesada’s work is 
grounded in the everyday conditions 
of her rural childhood hometown 
Amarillas. Given the subject matter, 
her photographs are modest and 
frank. Tabaquero (2001) captures an 
elderly man in front of a weathered, 
ad hoc building in a rural location. 
The title identifies him as a tobacco 
grower, and his crop may be seen in 
the out-of-focus background — but 
the photograph focuses on him and 
his melancholy gaze. 

Like Quesada, Pedro Abascal uses 
black-and-white photography to 
create a portrait of his hometown in 
Dossier Habana. But Abascal’s Havana 
is unlike Quesada’s agrarian Ama- 
rillas. In one photograph, an older 
man with his shirt tucked neatly into 
his pants walks past a mural of an 
Egyptian pyramid with a double bass 
hoisted over his shoulder. Elsewhere 
in the city, a young girl peers through 
a window, her palms pressed against 
the glass while an adult woman del- 
icately holds onto her. A number of 
conflicting reflections confuse the 
scene, but it appears to be on a bus. 
In another, two women stand ina 
room cluttered with furniture, wood, 
bikes, and several mannequins. To- 
gether, these photographs illustrate 
a city that is busy and animated, 
although the bright colors often 
associated with Havana are by no 
means absent. Pavel Acosta’s colorful 
photographs from his Stolen Talent 
(2009-10) series, for example, docu- 
ment the DIY culture of automobile 
repair and modification that arose 
out of decades of restrictive domestic 
policy and foreign embargo. If there 
is a uniquely Cuban aesthetic among 
all these varied artworks, it is not 
easily observable. Instead, the lack 
of uniformity speaks to the vitality 
and diversity of contemporary Cuban 
photographers.

War Dance 


Lenora Lee's latest ground- 
breaking, scrupulously re- 
searched dance performance 
comes to Fort Mason.

Dancer and choreographer 
Lenora Lee doesn't shy away from in- 
tense, controversial issues. Her multi- 
media pieces use text, film, music, 
martial arts, and dance to take on cere- 
bral subjects such as the Chinese Exclu- 
sion Act and human trafficking. It was 
while researching the companion pieces 
on trafficking, The Escape and Rescued 
Memories: New York Stories, that she be- 
came interested in exploring violence 
and healing. This led to her latest work, 
Fire of Freedom, which comes to Fort 
Mason in September. 

“People talk about trafficking as 
an issue of power and control, and 
I wondered where does that come 
from?” Lee said. “If you grew up ina 
war-torn country, is violence passed 
down? And how is it possible to break 
cycles of violence? Not that I can find 
the answer, but I wanted to see what 
has been done already to help society 
better understand violence and how 
people have healed from violence 
and trauma.” 

For Fire of Freedom, Lee researched 
the effects of military training and war 
on soldiers and civilians, assault and 
harassment in the military, soldiers 
dealing with post-traumatic stress dis- 
order (PTSD), and the stigma of that 
label. She spoke with veterans; watched 
documentaries including The Invisible 
War, Wartorn, and Why We Fight; and 
read books such as Katinka Hooyer’s 
Surplus Data. Lee uses excerpts of that 
book, part of the Veterans Book Proj- 
ect, in voiceovers in Fire of Freedom. 

Since taking dance classes at City 
College of San Francisco, Lee has been 
interested in integrating different dis- 
ciplines into her work. While at CCSF, 
she studied saxophone with Francis 
Wong (now an artistic collaborator). 
That and dance “opened up a world of 
movement and sound” she says. She 
transferred to the University of Califor- 
nia, Los Angeles, eventually switching 
her major from science to dance. In 
UCLA's dance department, professors 
Victoria Marks and David Gere influ- 
enced her artistic development, partic- 
ularly with their ideas about looking at 
communities and social issues through 
dance. She kept exploring multimedia 
work, performed with a sculptor and a 
pianist, and studied Taiko drumming 
when she moved back to San Francisco. 

Lee thinks that dance lends a viscer- 
al quality to storytelling. 

“T was just speaking to a human 
rights class at UC Berkley about this,” 
she said. “You're in the same space with 
people enacting things, and I think 
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that’s what I try and do with these 
immersive pieces, to go to the deepest 
level of connection with one another. 
It has to be live — it’s about close prox- 
imity, and the impact of being with the 
performers is much greater.” 

That’s significantly different — and 
deeper — than what happens when 
you watch a film or hear an interview, 
Lee thinks. 

“Empathy and compassion can be 
felt more deeply when you're engaging 
in physical space with other people,” 
she said. “You can understand nuances 
in what people are trying to express 
and we communicate so much through 
body language.” 

In that way, Fire of Freedom is much 
more than dance. Collaborating with 
other artists so that audiences see 
video projections of military training 
and read texts about, say, the violence 
of war also gives people more ways to 
connect with the subject matter. 

“I feel like integrating various disci- 
plines gives you a more holistic picture 
and provides more avenues,’ she said. 
“Some people are more visual and 
some more oral, and some are visceral 
responders. This provides a variety of 
information for different aspects of 
the narratives.” 

A frequent collaborator, Raymond 
Fong — Lee’s former martial arts 
teacher and now a member of her 
dance company — agrees that using 
different mediums makes the impact 
on the audience deeper. Fong consulted 
on Fire of Freedom and appears in a 
video as a man attacked by soldiers. 

He also drew inspiration from his 

other job, counseling at CCSF’s Second 
Chance program, where he works with 
students who have been incarcerated. 
Some of Fong’s students shared their 
experiences of sexual assault to help in-

form the dancers’ movements. A cou- 
ple of Fong's students, who are veter- 
ans, trained the company members 
in marching, and a few of the CCSF 
students have parts in the show. 

Fire of Freedom is the largest 
show Lee has done, and she’s trying 
something new this time. Audience 
members at Fire of Freedom will be 
able to follow different storylines and 
characters, depending on what inter- 
ests them. By staging the production 
at Fort Mason’s three-story General's 
Residence, audience members can fol- 
low different narratives to different 
rooms — a sort of interactive Choose 
Your Own Performance. Lee saw a 
few shows in New York that did this 
and wanted to try it for herself. 

Having an immersive perfor- 
mance at a former officers’ club that’s 
now used for weddings and events 
fits the venue’s mission as an arts and 
cultural center. And having the sto- 
ries in so public and large a space as 
the three-story General’s Residence is 
important, says Fong, since these are 
stories that often go unheard. 

“Lenora’s work takes on some 
challenging, relevant issues, in this 
case wartime trauma and violence,” 
Fong said. “It shows how those 
traumatic and violent experiences 
manifest in the lives and bodies 
and psyches of not just soldiers, but 
civilians as well, and not just the 
victims, but the perpetrators.”

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Apologies in advance for using 
the word “dystopia” — yeah, I’m sick to 
death of it too — but I can’t help but 
think of it when I see The Late Show 
With Stephen Colbert (Sept. 8) debuting 
in the same month as The Daily Show 
with Trevor Noah (Sept. 28). If it were 
2004 and you saw those two things, 
youd think you had fallen into some 
vengeful universe where The Colbert 
Report and The Daily Show didn’t exist 
to carry you through a world in which 
both George W. Bush and Michele 
Bachmann got to sign important 
documents. 

But yes, this day has come. We as a 
nation must move on and embrace a 
change that we have fiercely resisted 
— something that, ironically, is an 
inherently conservative trait. 

(The terrorists have won.) 

I’m an unabashed super-fan of 
The Colbert Report, finding zero fault 
in it ever, but I did have a problem 
with Jon Stewart 
on occasion, think- 
ing him mawkish 
and butt-kissy with 
guests and extremely 
predictable in his 
comedic styling. Still, 
my initial reaction 
to his replacement, 
Trevor Noah, was the 
same as a lot of peo- 
ple’s — head-scratch- 
ing wonderment. 

John Oliver sat in 
during Stewart’s sab- 
batical and did a noble 
job, eventually landing 
his own gig on HBO, 
so I figured whoever 
permanently replaced 
Stewart would have 
been a long-time regular 
on the show as well. Nope. Instead 
they chose a South African comic who 
no one had ever heard of (though 
he’d made appearances on The Dai- 
ly Show since December of 2014). 
Comedy Central’s announcement 
was immediately hit with a barrage 
from the PC crowd that found fault 
in Noah’s allegedly racist tweets 
about the Jews. Here’s the deal: Noah 
was raised in Soweto at the nadir of 
apartheid. His mother was shot in 
the face by his stepfather. The dude 
has lived. All of his stand-up is about 
race and identity politics, and watch- 
ing it made me like him instantly. His 
delivery is more about storytelling 
than slapstick, and he’s engaging and 
endearing. So I will give him a chance 
on The Daily Show. 

It’s not like this is the first time 
we ve had to adjust to a new host. 
Perhaps a few of you will remember 
when Craig Kilborn ran it — I still 
crack up when I[ think of him using 
“Coeur D’Alene, I-da-ho” as an entire

adjective. I mourned his departure 
but adjusted. 

What’s harder for me is the new 
Colbert persona, which is ostensibly 
the real Colbert, and not a parody 
of Bill O’Reilly. Even Colbert seems 
a bit lost in his “new/old” identity, 
so much so that he even created a 
feature on The Late Show called “Who 
Am Me?”, which will delve into this 
very question. 

Promos depict a man who’s still 
finding his feet. One features him 
chatting with Neil DeGrasse Tyson 
about Pluto, at times jumping be- 
tween ironic joshing and straight- 
forward kookiness. (He does avoid 
Uranus jokes, even after Tyson talks 
about “big and gassy” planets, which 
makes him a far better man than I.) 
But the best pre-show promo involves 
Colbert taking the helm of a public ac- 
cess TV show in Michigan called Only 
in Monroe. This is vintage Colbert, 





poking fun at corny local television, 
which could just as easily have been a 
bit on The Report. This clip (available 
on YouTube) is the funniest of all, es- 
pecially when Eminem shows up. 

In short, I don’t even think Late 
Show knows how this new show is 
going to shake out, but these things 
generally take time to find their 
groove, anyway. When David Letter- 
man’s first late-night reign began in 
the early ’80s, it was truly maverick. 
Wry, in-the-know culture geeks who 
loved sharp comedy tuned their 
VCRs to a younger, hipper version of 
Johnny Carson. From there, everyone 
attempted to replicate the Letterman 
formula, and to my mind, only Conan 
O’Brien and Jimmy Kimmel have 
come close. Shit, not even Letterman 
was as good as Letterman, after a 
while. 

So, will Colbert be as good as Col- 
bert? We shall see.

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MEDICAL PRIVACY 


The AIDS 
Healthcare 
Foundation Hits 
a New Low 


Last week, the AIDS Healthcare 
Foundation served subpoenas to three clin- 
ics that do STI screening for adult perform- 
ers, thus putting patients’ medical privacy 
at risk. Michael Weinstein (President of 
AHF) and his supporters hope that by 
combing through medical records, they'll 
prove that the Free Speech Coalition (the 
adult industry's trade association) lies about 
transmission rates in porn performers. 

In Weinstein’s eyes, porn performers 
don’t deserve medical privacy, nor do 
they deserve to have input on laws made 
about their bodies. For years, Weinstein 
has been on a vehement crusade to bring 
mandatory condoms to adult films in 
California. A.B. 1576, which aimed 
to bring the condom policy 
statewide, was introduced 
in 2014 but dismissed 
after opposition from 
adult performers. 
Weinstein found 
success with Mea- 
sure B, Los Angeles 
County's Safer Sex 
in the Adult Film In- 
dustry Act, in 2013. 
The result hasn’t been 
more condom use in 

0) 
porn; itjust means that  “%, 
less porn getsmadeinL.A. “ap 
as companies moved elsewhere. 
Having self-regulated for the past 
decade, the adult industry has managed 
to keep transmission rates remarkably 
low. Currently, the industry standard 
is for working performers to test every 
14 days for HIV, gonorrhea, chlamydia, 
trichomonas, hepatitis B and C, and 
syphilis. The HIV test used by facilities 
that work in the Performer Availability 
Screening Service (PASS) system, an AP- 
TIMA RNA test, is more expensive and 
more accurate than those used in most 
clinics. When someone tests positive for 
HIV in a pre-shoot, the entire industry 
shuts down for a couple of days to en- 
sure that performer hasn't transmitted 
HIV to anyone else. 

Last year, after Measure B pushed sev- 
eral companies to Nevada, the industry 
saw its first on-set transmission in over 
a decade. Though the performer tested 
negative for HIV before his shoot, the 
test used was not the RNA plasma test 
that is the standard here in California. By 
the time he shot the scene, his viral load 
had increased to the point where he could 
transmit the virus to someone else. 

“Non-compliant shoots are one of 
the chief dangers of pushing the adult 
industry out of state, and outside the 
established testing protocol,” the Free 
Speech Coalition said in a statement last 
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December about the transmission. 

Now, Weinstein has gathered enough 
signatures to potentially put a new 
statewide condom mandate on the 
ballot in 2016. His amendments to the 
California Safer Sex in the Adult Film In- 
dustry Act would enable “private citizens 
to enforce the act when the state fails to 
do so,” which means that anyone in the 
state could potentially file a civil lawsuit 
against an adult film producer for not 
using condoms. There’s even a financial 
incentive — 25 percent of the financial 
judgement, plus any legal fees incurred, 
would go to the plaintiff. But the biggest 
incentive would go to Weinstein himself, 
who wants an appointment as the act’s 
chief enforcer, giving him a sizeable state 
budget to go after porn that doesn’t 
comply. After spending over $1 million 
of his own non-profit’s money on this 
anti-porn crusade, he now wants a blank 
check from California taxpayers. 

Though condom use in adult films is 
far from unheard of, demand for con- 
dom-less porn won't 

disappear if this law 
passes. Rather than 
relegating anyone 
who shoots bareback 
porn to the fringes 
of illegality, why not 
follow the advice 
of the Centers for 

Disease Control 

and Prevention, or 

the White House’s 

Office of National 

AIDS Policy? Each 

recommends a com- 

bination of methods 
— testing, informed con- 
sent, and PrEP (pre-exposure 

prophylaxis, of which Truvada is the 

best-known brand), as well as condoms 
— to reduce HIV transmission. The adult 
industry is not anti-condom, but using 
condoms as a fix-all is just a political dog- 
and-pony-show to gain public support 
and use taxpayer money to fund Wein- 
stein’s anti-porn fixation. Capitalizing on 
the stigma associated with the adult in- 
dustry simply doesn’t help combat AIDS. 

To concentrate so blindly on a popu- 
lation with such low transmission rates 
is a flagrant waste of resources at a time 
when HIV refuses to quit. AHF has 
funneled millions of dollars into their 
anti-porn campaign, while populations 
with exponentially higher transmis- 
sion rates struggle to find funding. 
(Meanwhile, the organization faces a 
whistleblower lawsuit that claims AHF 
engaged in a patient referral kickback 
scheme that defrauded the federal gov- 
ernment of millions of dollars.) 

The reasons why people continue 
to contract HIV are well-established. 
Poverty, incarceration, abstinence ed- 
ucation, and lack of funding for public 
health care are responsible for the 
50,000 new transmissions in this coun- 
try every year — not porn stars.

Chloe and Theo 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday at the 
AMC Metreon 16. 
According to Hollywood lore, iconic film 
producer Samuel Goldwyn once said that 
movies should be entertaining, and if you 
want to send a message, use Western 
Union. (To send a telegram. It was the 
1930s.) Ezna Sands’ well-meaning Chloe 
and Theo has a message: Climate change is 
wreaking havoc in the Arctic. We’ve 
known that since at least the Al Gore 
movie with the polar bears, but have you 
thought about it lately? Here, an Inuit 
man named Theo (non-actor Theo Ikum- 
maq) travels to New York to tell the civi- 
lized world what’s happening. On the 
teeming metropolitan streets, Theo is 
threatened by a gang of black men — se- 
riously, Ezna Sands? — only to be rescued 
by a homeless white woman named Chloe 
(Dakota Johnson) who decides to help 
him bring his not-so-new news to the 
world with the help of her fellow indi- 
gents, anda lawyer (Mira Sorvino), and 
Larry King (still alive). There are the usual 
criticisms of capitalist culture — take 
that, Shake Weight commercials! — but 
the picture never rises above being a po- 
lemic. It’s possible for a solidly entertain- 
ing movie to havea save the world 
message; the Indian animated film Delhi 
Safari pulled it off a few years ago. Unfortu- 
nately, the ham-fisted Chloe and Theo veers 
closer to Steven Seagal’s enviro-debacle On 
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Deadly Ground, without being as much 
dumb fun.

The Second Mother 

Rated R. Opens Friday. 
Anna Muylaert’s The Second Mother is a 
modern version of what used to be called a 
“woman's weepie, movies that usually 
centered on a nobly suffering mother and 
her ungrateful daughter (and frequently 
starred Bette Davis). In present-day Sao 
Paulo, Val (Regina Casé) is the live-in 
housekeeper of a well-to-do family led by 
matriarch Barbara (Karine Teles), and 
whose son Fabinho (Michel Joelsas) Val 
has raised like her own. Enter Val’s actual 
daughter Jéssica (Camila Mardila), an in- 
dependent and fiercely intelligent student 
whom Val hasn't seen in decade and who 
cares not for her mother’s bottom-rung 
status in the house caste system. She’s 
happy sitting at the family’s table and eat- 
ing their food instead, all while being 
creeped on by aging hipster father Carlos 
(Lourenco Mutarelli). The Second Mother is 
occasionally heavy-handed in its indict- 
ment of How We Live Now, including a 
scene in which the family members are all 
engrossed in their phones while sitting at 
the dinner table, but it also functions as a 
fascinating formal experiment: The cam- 
era never moves except for two important 
dolly shots. But the picture really belongs 
to the fantastic Regina Casé, who finds the 
humanity in her put-upon character even

Steve Jobs: The Man inthe 
Machine 
Not Rated. Opens Friday, September 
4 at Embarcadero Center Cinema 
Alex Gibney has been sorting through the 
lures and lies of a lot of huge personality 
cults lately. Not to psychoanalyze the guy 
too much, but he might have a slight fe- 
tish for male mavericks confusing the cur- 
rents of the cultural mainstream (or at 
least a white boomer’s idea of the main- 
stream). It was inevitable that the late Ap- 
ple honcho would join the peculiar 
pantheon of Gibney documentary sub- 
jects, which includes Lance Armstrong, 
Julian Assange, Hunter S. Thompson, 
and Jack Abramoff. To their unruly ranks 
let us now add the paradigm-shifting, 
partner-exploiting, employee-abusing, 
sweatshop-abetting, handicapped-park- 
ing-space-taking, paternity-denying, vi- 
sionary genius and monster Steve Jobs. 
An early glimpse at the big picture in- 
cludes iPad candles at tearful vigils after 
Jobs’ death, overlaid with Bob Dylan's 
“Mr. Tambourine Man.” Jobs loved Dylan, 
Gibney tells us in narration, maybe be- 
cause Dylan wasn't just one thing, either. 
With no shortage of character witnesses 
— there are lots of interviews with guys 
wearing little round glasses — Gibney’s 
portrait is dense with telling biographical 
detail. And it is undeniably fascinating to 
look back on how this life progressed. 
Here, in grainy black-and-white, the 
young, vulpine Jobs flips off a monolithic 
IBM logo; there, in gleaming video, the 
decidedly more vulture-like, now salt-and- 
pepper man soaks up ovations in his fa- 
mous product launches. That’s on us, of 
course, and Gibney’s one of us: citizens of 
a world willing to enable a technology en- 
trepreneur with “the focus of a monk but 
none of the empathy.”

Learning to Drive Wendy (Patricia Clarkson) 


never bothered to learn to drive. Why would 
she? The always-in-her-head book critic lives 
in Manhattan, where she has myriad public 
transportation options, as well as a husband 
who drives. But once her professor partner 
Ted (Jake Weber) abruptly dumps her for a 
young author, she must earn her license if 
she ever hopes to drive up to Vermont to visit 
her daughter (Grace Gummer, also known as 
the daughter of Meryl Streep who isn’t in Ricki 
and the Flash). And while the act of learning 
to drive also becomes a vehicle for Wendy's 
renewed independence, her Indian driving 
instructor Darwan (Ben Kingsley) has his own 
problems. Struggling to make ends meet, he 
rents space in his Queens home to several 
unnaturalized Indians. A turbaned Sikh, he’s 
successful at shielding his housemates from 
the same authorities who repeatedly profile 
him as a terrorist. Despite Wendy and Darwan’s 
disparate backgrounds — or maybe because 
of them — Learning to Drive hails a ride down 
a predictable romantic comedy road. But 
Clarkson and Kingsley’s surprising chemistry 
and the latter's unforeseen comedic timing will 
astound you. (Joshua Rotter) 


Memories of the Sword Park Heung-sik’s Mem- 


ories of the Sword is a historical Korean 
action film that delivers plenty of what its 
title promises. It’s heavy in flashback and 
backstory and doesn’t skimp on the swordplay 
and frequently breathtaking action — including 
plenty of the gravity-defying wirework that's 
somewhat unfairly associated with Crouching 
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Tiger, Hidden Dragon. Set in medieval Korea, 
the story alternates between two timelines. In 
the first, swordfighters Pung-chun (Bae Soo- 
bin), Wol-so (Jeon Do-yeon), and Yu-baek (Lee 
Byung-hun) intervene in a civil uprising, only 
for Yu-baek to take power for himself, killing 
Pung-chun and sending Wol-so and the baby 
she had with Pung-chun into hiding. Eighteen 
years later in the other timeline, swordfighter 
Hong-yi (Kim Go-eun) impresses the menfolk 
when she holds her own in combat games 
against the despot Yu-baek, who approves: 
“It looked like a girl to me, but the kid fought 
like a man!” Meanwhile, the now-blind Wol-so 
has suspicions about the girl's heritage. The 
picture wisely puts the most focus on Hong-Yi's 
story, and its most lovely sequences feature her 
training, including a Superman Returns-esque 
opening sequence of her jump-flying througha 
field and leaping over a ginormous sunflower 
in a single bound. Hong-Yi's bloody revenge 
quest drives Memories of the Sword, but it's at 
its best in these pastoral (but no less badass) 
moments. (SC) 


Steak (R)evolution Faced with a title like Steak 


(R)evolution, is it So wrong to hope for a movie 
in which cows genetically modify themselves 
into super-intelligence and overrun their 
corrals in a stampede of rebellion? (You could 
have scenes of dumbfounded cable news 
broadcasters pulling faces over headlines like 
“cow d'etat!” and “‘cow-meuppance!”’) Well, 
this documentary from director Frank Ribiére 
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Digging for Fire 


and butcher Yves-Marie Le Bourdonnec is an 
altogether more even-tempered affair; the 
closest it comes to anything like apocalyptic 
turmoil is when someone makes the worried 
point that French cattle have been increasingly 
“looking like bodybuilders.” Apparently the (r) 
evolution in question — and are we sure it’s not 
just a cyclical trend? — has to do with the new 
consensus that fat is flavorful and that factory 
farming isn’t sustainable. To flesh out their 
argument, Ribiére and Le Bourdonnec travel 
the world, tasting steak. In Japan, real cows 
have curves and listen to Mozart for relaxation. 
In Belgium, being a butcher used to be uncool, 
but not anymore. In Brooklyn and the Hudson 
Valley, the occupation is of course insufferably 
self-important. In most places, unsurprisingly, 
the world of steak is a man’s world. The film 
isn't without a sense of indulgence, advancing 
more meat close-ups and wide shots of cows 
grazing than would seem favorable to narrative 
momentum. Even the most avidly carnivorous 
of viewers may concede that it’s all a bit heavy: 
After it ends — with one farmer's avowal to “tell 
if the animals are healthy by looking at their 
shit” — you may just want to opt for a salad. (JK) 


We Come as Friends In case you thought that 


bad people weren't still doing bad things in 
Africa, Hubert Sauper’s disturbing documen- 
tary We Come as Friends will disabuse you of 
that notion tout de suite. Letting the people 
and events speak for themselves, Sauper 
documents the period during, before, and after 
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South Sudan became its own, theoretically 
sovereign nation in 2011. But outsiders have 
frequently ravaged Africa for its resources, 
and there's no shortage of human horribleness 
on display, as when a Chinese oil company sets 
up shop with no concern for the damage it’s 
causing to the water supply, or when a Texas 
company “buys” 600,000 hectares from a 
confused old man for $25,000. Speaking of 
the Lone Star state, Texan missionaries are 
determined to bring their particular vision of 
Christianity to what is already a predominantly 
Christian country; as one says without a hint of 
self-awareness, ‘The cultural things that we're 
trying to change are only the things that are 
against the Bible,” including forcing villagers 
to wear clothes whether they want to or not. A 
local describes the British as having established 
the Constitution of Sudan with Bibles in their 
right hand and guns in their left, and We Come 
as Friends suggests that little has changed. (SC)

The story of the five-day interview between 
novelist and Rolling Stone reporter David 
Lipsky (Jesse Eisenberg) and acclaimed novelist 
David Foster Wallace (Jason Segel), which 
took place right after the 1996 publication of 
Wallace's groundbreaking epic novel, Infinite 
Jest. As the days go on, a tenuous yet in- 
tense relationship seems to develop between 
journalist and subject. The two men bob and 
weave around each other, sharing laughs and 
also possibly revealing hidden frailties—but 
it's never clear how truthful they are being 
with each other. Ironically, the interview was 
never published, and five days of audio tapes 
were packed away in Lipsky’s closet. The 
film is based on Lipsky's critically acclaimed 
memoir about this unforgettable encounter, 
written following Wallace's 2008 suicide. Both 
Segel and Eisenberg reveal great depths of 
emotion in their performances and the film is 
directed with humor and tenderness by James 
Ponsoldt (The Spectacular Now), from Pulitzer 
Prize-winner Donald Margulies’ insightful and 
heartbreaking screenplay. Daily. The Second 
Mother: Val (Regina Casé), a longtime live-in 
maid in Sdo Paulo, feels almost like a part of 
the affluent family she faithfully serves—es- 
pecially their 17-year-old son for whom she is 
a Surrogate mother—but she has not seen her 
own teenage daughter for ten years. When her 
daughter Jessica (Camila Mardila) unexpectedly 
contacts her, wanting to stay with Val while 
applying to college, Val is excited but filled with 
trepidation. Jessica arrives, smart, confident 
and ambitious, feeling (and acting) like an 
equal, and throws the unspoken class barriers 
that rule the household into disarray. Instead 
of sleeping on a mattress on the floor of Val’s 
boxlike bedroom, Jessica suggests she stay in 
the opulent empty guest room. Her presence 
upsets the status quo, testing relationships and 
loyalties and forcing everyone to reconsider 
what family really means. Casé and Mardila 
are wonderful together, winning a special 
Jury Prize for Acting at the 2015 Sundance 
Film Festival; funny and heartwarming, the 
film went on to win the Audience Award at the 
Berlin Film Festival. Written and directed by 
Anna Muylaert (co-writer of The Year My Par- 
ents Went on Vacation). Starting Sept. 4. Daily. 
Amy: That would be Winehouse, in case you 
wondered which Amy is the subject of director 
Asif Kapadia’s uncreatively titled documentary, 
which refines an apparent Kapadia specialty: 
the intense remembrance of stars who died too 
young. We see the doomed chanteuse in the 
throes of her destructive relationships — with 
a responsibility-averse father, with a volatile 
husband, with chemicals — and hear her music 
remixed to highlight how it was driven by the 


raw power of personal-demon-indulgence. 
Daily. Tangerine: The important thing to know 
about writer-director Sean Baker's new movie 
isn't that it was shot entirely on an iPhone, 
or that it’s the buzziest tale of transgender 
prostitute revenge you're likely to encounter 
on ascreen this year. Those things are true, but 
what's important about Tangerine is that it’s so 
cathartically hilarious. It’s at once a triumphant 
return to indie-film first principles — rawness, 
resourcefulness, sheer delight to be doing it 
at all — and a hot strong breath of fresh air. 
Daily. Steve Jobs: The Man in the Machine: In 
his signature black turtleneck and blue jeans, 
Steve Jobs’ image was ubiquitous. Perhaps the 
most publicly revered corporate figure of the 
technology age, Jobs’ untimely death at the 
age of 56 in 2011 set off a worldwide outpouring 
of grief from consumers who worshipped his 
signature products such as the iPhone and 
the iMac. As the co-founder and CEO of Apple, 
his name and image had become synonymous 
with the sleek, high-tech personal devices that 
came to define and transform the first two 
decades of the 21st century. But who was the 
man on the stage under the giant iPhones?

It unravels the larger-than-life myth he 
so deliberately crafted, and examines the 
enduring legacy of his values which continue 
to shape the culture of Silicon Valley to this 
day. Starting Sept. 4. Daily. Best of Enemies: In 
the summer of 1968, television news changed 
forever. Dead last in the ratings, ABC hired two 
towering public intellectuals to debate each 
other during the Democratic and Republican 
national conventions. William F. Buckley Jr. 
was a leading light of the new conservative 
movement. Gore Vidal, a Democrat and cousin 
to Jackie Onassis, was a leftist novelist and 
polemicist. Armed with deep-seated distrust 
and enmity, Vidal and Buckley believed each 
other's political ideologies were dangerous 
for America. Like rounds in a heavyweight 
battle, they pummeled out policy and personal 
insult—their explosive exchanges devolving into 
vitriolic name-calling.

was born. Directed by Robert Gordon and 
Academy Award-winner Morgan Neville (Twenty 
Feet from Stardom), Best of Enemies unleashes 
a highbrow blood sport that marked the dawn 
of pundit television as we know it today.

Hive Mind

There was a time when dishes 
stuck their proper names at the end to 
convey refinement and class — Steak Di- 
ane, Lobster Newburg, Peach Melba. 
Now, to whet people’s appetites, you just 
throw around a lot of unpronounceable 
words. I’m in no way complaining, and 1 
don’t mean this in Seinfeld-esque, what’s- 
the-deal-with-X? exasperation. People 
are opening up, and that’s good. I’m glad 
nobody told Gasia Mikaelian she had to 
change her name to Gabby Michaels if 
she wanted to be on TV, and I’m glad peo- 
ple are excited about huitlacoche (corn 
fungus) and huachinango asado (grilled 
red snapper)! 

Once considered the essence of sim- 
plicity, Mexican food is becoming totally 
destabilized as a category and splin- 
tering into fantastic sub-cuisines. (Put 
another way, formerly unheard-of dishes 
are becoming accessible across Northern 
California; in their native regions, of 
course, they were there all along.) At 
the same time, the mezcal revolution 
threatens to make silver tequilas taboo. 
Calavera, which shares a fat footprint in 
Uptown Oakland’s Hive with the equally 
new Drake’s Dealership, is fully invested 
in these cultural shifts. 

Not only is it one of the largest 
restaurants to open in Oakland in some 
time, it’s also got a serious pedigree. 
Chef Christian Irabien (a native of 
Chihuahua state who came up through 
D.C.’s Oyamel) oversees a kitchen that 
executes all its own nixtamalization, the 
traditional, time-consuming process of 
making masa for tortillas via an alkaline 
solution. Michael Iglesias and Jessica 
Sackler (fellow Oyamel alums who also 
spent time at Coqueta) handle spirits 
and wines, respectively, while remaining 
partner Chris Pastena also owns Chop 
Bar and Lungomare. 

It’s not just impressive on paper. 
Let’s start with the tacos, which are 
magical. (But first, a pre-buttal: Blessed 
are the cheap tacos al vapor in taquerias 
that aren’t designed by Arcsine Architec- 
ture. They’re as awesome as margaritas 
by the pitcher, but they ain't every- 
thing.) Calavera’s tacos go for between 
$3.50 and $5 a pop, which could leave a 
mark, but all four of them are worth try- 
ing. While the cochinita pibil tacos (baby 
pig, Mayan axiote rub, sour orange 
marmalade, and spicy xni pec salsa) are 
magnificent, it’s the mollejas de ternera 
con pitayas en escabeche (that is, lamb 
sweetbreads) that really win. I love them 
to a degree that’s almost embarrassing, 
the way I love ring-tailed lemurs or the 
theme to The People’s Court. 
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The less immediately accessible dish- 
es were mostly a string of hits. A plate 
of octopus ceviche cooked in its own 
ink was a little gluey, but lightened by 
lime, cantaloupe, and honeydew. Queso 
flameado con huitlacoche was decidedly 
not some Ro-Tel-and-Velveeta Tex-Mex 
situation, but a gooey mozzarella served 
in a cast-iron skillet. (It’s listed on the 
menu as “Chihuahua cheese,” which sort 
of makes it sound like it’s made from 
dog milk, but I highly recommend it.) 

Plated whole and flopped up- 
side-down around the grilled vegetables, 
the huachinango 
asado (snapper) could 
have been mistaken 
for zucchini. It was 
very bony, but del- 
icate and perfectly 
balanced. If there was 
a weak link, it was the 
chile relleno, nicely 
spicy but almost too 
sweet, and with a 
mealy texture that 
didn’t sit well with me. Curiously, it’s the 
most widely available elsewhere, which 
means that the more adventurous you 
are at Calavera, the more fun you will 
probably have. 

A word on the drinks. I’m glad there 
are 300 mezcals, but whenever I’m con- 
fronted with a three-ring binder that’s

got pages and pages of one type of spirit, 
I shut down and peruse the cocktail list 
instead. I don’t think I paid a price for it, 
though, because the watermelon margar- 
ita with “salt air” — a concept straight 
from the gray matter of El Bulli’s Ferran 
Adria — is just remarkable. Although 
Calavera doesn’t go as far as Aatxe by 
creating an entire gin-and-tonic menu, 
here the plain old G&T still becomes a 
totally different beast through the use 

of a house-made “mezcal gin.” Similar- 
ly, the use of mezcal — and Oaxacan 
chocolate-mole bitters, and huitlacoche 
soaked in honey to 
make a tincture — 
transubstantiates the 
old-fashioned into 

a licorice-accented 


wonder. 
calaveraoakland.com. At the inter-

hipster-baiting af- 
fectation, Calavera 
is full of alebrijes 
(hand-carved wood animal totems) and 
employs a full-time tortillera to make 
all that masa. And although still firmly 
inside the exposed-brick-cave-of-postin- 
dustrial-wonders phylum, it might have 
the most dazzling interior of any Oak- 
land restaurant to open this year. The 
bar is art directed within an inch of its

life, with crossword puzzle shelving and 
a ladder so high that reaching the upper- 
most mezcals would put a bartender’s 
outstretched hand about 30 feet above 
the floor. As much as I love outdoor 
seating, out there you're basically in a 
parking lot, so inside is probably better. 

Lastly, while I don’t often comment 
about service, I want to commend 
Calavera for doing something that that 
should be standard practice everywhere 
that emphasizes shared dishes, which is 
periodically swapping out diners’ own 
plates so people don’t have to eat every- 
thing in the residual sauce of the courses 
that came before. Calavera’s servers did 
such a conscientious job with it that I’m 
going to assume it’s drilled into the staff. 
If so, good on them. 

Allin all, Calavera is a well-thought- 
out project at the vanguard of high-end, 
regionally inspired Mexican cuisine, light 
years from the Velvet Cantinas of the 
world. (Note: I adore Velvet Cantina.) 

Its ambition and execution are such that 
what we now call “Mexican restaurants” 
will be considered “pan-Mexican restau- 
rants’ in a few years’ time. And who 
knows: Calavera, proudly Oaxacan to the 
core, might get quite a bit of the credit.

A Freshness 
Explosion at 
Origami Market

“Fast casual” is the latest sweet- 
heart term of the culinary world, desig- 
nating an eatery that’s somewhere 
between fast food and traditional casual 
dining. Chipotle is the restaurant used to 
exemplify the term for people like me 
who don’t entirely understand it, but 
SOMA’s Origami Market has undoubt- 
edly perfected it. 

Origami Market is the brainchild of 
local restaurateur Kash Feng, who has 
spent years working on a way to bring 
healthy, Japanese/Asian-inspired food 
to the masses. Sitting across the street 
from Zynga, and adjacent to sister 
restaurant Omakase, Feng’s latest ven- 
ture is in the perfect spot to compete 
with the free lunches offered by neigh- 
boring tech companies. 

And compete it does (not that any- 
one is trying to give me free lunches). 

I stopped in for a meal less than a 
week after Origami opened to see what 
fast-casual Japanese food looks like. 
My first impression was of a clean, 
spacious restaurant with helpful staff 
and delightful origami-inspired decora- 
tions. Definitely not Chipotle. 

The menu is deceptively large, by 
which I mean there’s only a handful 
of listed items, but everything can be 
mixed and matched with four home- 
made sauces. Each combination is 
meant to take you on a different sauce 
journey, if you will. 

I ordered a crowd favorite, the 
Wafu Chicken Noodle Soup ($13.50), 
which is a Japanese re-imagining of 
Vietnamese pho. It was phenomenal 
(pho-nomenal?) when paired with 
tangy-sweet Sriracha, the freshness of 
the ingredients coming through loud 
and clear. (Another patron was so in- 
trigued he even came over to ask what 
I had ordered.) I particularly enjoyed 
the Chicken Kumayaki ($15.95), one

of Origami’s signature bowls. The pan- 
seared chicken was cooked perfectly 
and generously portioned with udon 
noodles, all of which went well with 
the yuzu pepper sauce. 

Everything from the beet salad 
($9.95) to the smoked salmon rolls 
($8.95) smacked of Asian cuisine, but 
the fact that everything is proudly 
organic, vegan, gluten-free, or a com- 
bination of all three made it decidedly 
San Franciscan. 

People outside San Francisco and 
Silicon Valley may question why some- 
one would spurn a free lunch at work 
in favor of $15 Asian-inspired food, 
but we all know there’s no such thing 
as a free meal. Ditch the Golden Arches 
and head to Origami Market for truly 
healthy, fresh, and tasty food.

when it comes to creating an atmo- 
sphere. 

While many restaurants boast a 
modest backyard beer garden, Drake’s 
main draw is its abundance of outdoor 
dining. Much of the taproom’s 10,000 
square feet lies under open skies, 
where the remnants of metal frame- 
work suggest a long-gone ceiling. En- 
closed in brick and salvaged wood with 
six strategically placed trees, sprawls 
of patio furniture, and several open 
fire pits, the patio has the feel of some- 
thing in the making. A party, perhaps? 

A party, indeed. Long wooden 
benches, communal tables, and light- 
weight chairs make Drake’s more of an 
informal shindig you can join any time 
than a watering hole at which you pull 
up a stool. Though you may want to do 
both — the beer list is a lot to take in. 

Beyond traditional Drake’s brews, 
you ll find more experimental or un- 
usual offerings, many of which aren’t 
available anywhere else outside the 
brewery. There are rotating taps for 
guest brewers among the Drake’s full 
portfolio, from a Session IPA to a hon- 
eyed Hella Hellies to the Aroma Ther- 
apy Double IPA — which comes in at 
10 percent ABV — you'll hardly need 
more options. (Good thing Drake’s 
does growlers.) 

All that beer is enough to give any- 
one the munchies, and what better 
to pair it with than wood-fired pizza? 
Covered in sweet figs, mozzarella, goat 
cheese, prosciutto, and olives, the Mo- 
saic is unique in both its savory-sweet- 
ness and high number of ingredients. 
The 1989 is a simple assemblage of 
pepperoni, red onion, and chili, while 
the New Haven relies on pecorino and 
oregano. 

Since it’s Uptown Oakland, 
there were plenty of beards, cardi- 
gans, and A’s caps, too. The crowd may 
not always be youthful hipsters, but it 
won't likely waver too far. So slip on 
your flannel, order an IPA, and join 
Drake’s all-day, outdoor bash. Welcome 
to the party!

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Wilder Yeast

“Whoa! Let’s hope there’s no 
DEET in that,” says Phil Cutti, brewmaster 
at Headlands Brewing, biting into a pa- 
per-thin seed pod with overwhelming 
notes of bug spray. 

Scratch that plant off the list. 

Our group of nine is eating and 
smelling its way along a forested path 
to the top of San Francisco’s Mt. Sutro, 
searching for something cool to use ina 
to-be-determined experimental Head- 
lands beer. As we try everything from 
minty-sweet hummingbird sage to little 
tannic dust balls that look misleadingly 
like blueberries, I keep a close eye on 
Cutti, trying to figure out where he’s go- 
ing with this. So far, he’s inscrutable. 

Cutti is the last of nine commercial 
brewers to make this trek as part of the 
Bay Area debut of Beers Made by Walk- 
ing. The program’s goal: Get beer makers 
out into nature, teach them about native 
plants, and encourage them to brew 
place-based beers. 

“Tm inspired by the experimental 
aspects,” Cutti says. “That’s the roman- 
ticized part of being a brewer. I’m really 
drawn to that.” 

Limited batches of these trail-to-tap 
brews will be poured at an event in Oc- 
tober, and hike organizers plan to open 
the beer-themed walks to members of 
the general public soon. 

This whole project isn’t as out there 
as it sounds. 

Anyone who's seen a Budweiser com- 
mercial knows two things: They will never 
be loved the way puppies love Clydes- 
dales, and “hops” are a crucial beer ingre- 
dient. But before the bitter green cones 
started showing up a millennium ago, 
beer got its bite from herbaceous plant 
mixtures called gruits. We're talking your 
yarrows, your junipers, your mugworts. 

Hike organizer Amy Kaeser, one of 
our edible-plant guides — because, no, 
we don’t have a death wish — points 
out the native varieties of these old- 
school additives during our walk. She’s 
the conservation manager for the Sutro 
Stewards, a nonprofit that propagates 
4,500 native plants to rehabilitate and 
maintain the forest. 

Some seeds, berries, and leaves are 
edible straight off the bush, while others 
need to ripen or be processed first. It’s 
complicated, and this is the point at 
which I should warn the more YOLO-y 
readers not to go it alone. 

Early in our hunt, we round a switch- 
back and find a bank of fire-orange 
flowers with dark green leaves. Kaeser 
starts picking. Each part of the nastur- 
tium plant — leaves, petals, and berries 
— has a different level of black pepper 
spice. Cutti kneels to snap a few pics. 

Could this be it? I wonder.

“T like the idea of doing something 
with the nasturtium, like a saison,” Cutti 
says. ‘But that’s going to be done by a 
lot of people.” 

The other participating breweries 
have had weeks to think about their 
concepts. Sirwisa Brewing Collective's 
Ian Dunbar-Hall, for example, says 
they’re thinking “sage saison” and may 
try to sour their beer with local “bugs” 
(brewspeak for yeast and bacteria). 

David “Zambo” Zamborski, head 
brewer at 21st Amendment, has even 
started planning for 2016. 

“I may do something next year with a 
bunch of the invasive species, so as to be 
helping in some way,’ he says. 

While foraging on Mt. Sutro is tech- 
nically verboten, when it comes to in- 
vasive species, the Sutro Stewards yank 
those things like a creepy New Zealand 
prime minister nearing a waitress’ pony- 
tail. So whatever he chooses, Cutti will 
have to work fast. 

Fortunately, with signature beers 
named for hiking destinations such as 
Point Bonita and Hill 88 under his belt, 
Cutti is no stranger to the trail. And he’s 
done his share of adding odd ingredients 
to batches of homebrew. (A particularly 
tasty honeysuckle wheat comes to mind. 
So does a disaster involving lavender.) 

“You have to really be careful with lav- 
ender. It tasted like being in the shower 
—a true shower beer,” Cutti says of the 
soap-flavored flop, unintentionally spark- 
ing a conversation about how amazing it 
is to drink cold beer in the shower. 

Toward the end of our hike, our group 
reaches the sunny, dry bald spot at the 
crown of Sutro. We've tasted or smelled 
more than two dozen plants and seen 
breathtaking views of the city. But I’m no 
closer to discerning what Cutti’s thinking. 

A week after our walk, I can’t take it 
anymore. I call up Cutti. 

It turns out that inspiration struck 
before we even left the trailhead parking 
lot, he says, thanks to a yerba buena tea 
Kaeser made for the hikers. 

Luckily for Cutti, his neck of the 
woods is carpeted with the fragrant mint. 

“There are so many varieties up here 
on Mt. Tam — three or four or more,” 
Cutti said. “So, I may be doing some- 
thing in the mint family. But I’m still 
brainstorming.”

Undead Punk: Resurrect California 
Fest Takes Over Gilman Street

Despite its rather silly sounding 
name, Resurrect California Fest has 
punks around the Bay Area buzzing. 
Hosted (and funded) by the historic, vol- 
unteer-run 924 Gilman Street club, the 
festival (Sept. 4-6) promises to provide 
punk and hardcore fans with three days 
of non-stop action this weekend. From 
veteran headliners like Bold, to young 
upstarts like Southern California’s Drug 
Control, Resurrect California has put to- 
gether a lineup that has a little some- 
thing for everyone interested in punk or 
hardcore. Whether you're an old guy 
with a covered-up Black Flag tattoo, a 
wallet filled with expired Gilman St. 
membership cards, and a generally bad 
attitude, or an excited 16-year-old in en- 
gineer boots, we've got you covered with 
a handy guide of which bands not to miss 
this weekend. 


GAG 

Many hardcore shows are hidden away 
from the general public. Addresses are 
spread word of mouth to avoid detection 
from cops (who sometimes make bizarre 
Facebook profiles like “the Boston Punk 
Zombie” to try to gather information), 
so most flyers just say “ask a punk” in- 
stead of listing an actual location. Well, if 
you ask any punk clued into the U.S. 
hardcore scene to name their top five 
shows in the last couple years, there’s a 
good chance GAG will be one of them — 
and with good reason. The Olympia out- 
fit uses squealing feedback, waves of 
reverb, and hard, driving percussion to 
create a sound that’s damn near unique 
— impressive in a genre that’s been 
beaten to death for a few decades now. 
From Indiana basements to Olympia 
pizza shops and Brooklyn loft apart- 
ments, punks are excited about this 
band, and that means the shows are al- 
ways wild. 


The Coltranes 

It’s fair to say The Coltranes have one of 
the strangest origin stories of all the 
bands playing Resurrect California: the 
band started off as more of a country 
bluegrass band than anything resem- 
bling hardcore punk. It was only over 


time that the close-knit, fringe-dwelling 
group was exposed to hardcore in a vari- 
ety of ways, such as an invitation to see 
Downpresser (who co-headlines day 
three) at a DIY warehouse spot. Gradu- 
ally the band’s music became more ag- 
gressive, with its first punk tendencies 
popping up on the subtly named Chris 
Benoit EP, and coming to beautiful frui- 
tion on its latest release — The Cat of 
Nine Tails EP. Now Temecula’s weirdest, 
most entertaining, and attention-de- 
manding punk act, The Coltranes have 
never lost sight of their eclectic influ- 
ences. Spencer Heath, the band’s front- 
man, still writes all his contributions to 
the band on acoustic guitar with folks 
like Hank Williams and Lead Belly in 
mind — although you might not see 
those roots shining through on Sunday 
when he drools like a rabid dog and 
snarls through track after track of rhyth- 
mic, hard-hitting outcast punk. 


Coke Bust 

Washington D.C.’s Coke Bust is not only 
one of the U.S.’s best hardcore exports, 
spreading the good word through relent- 
less globetrotting, but is also intimately 
involved in many of the scene’s inner 
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“ Sabertooth Zombie

workings. Members of Coke Bust book 
one of the nation’s best annual hardcore 
festivals, Damaged City, and help to nur- 
ture one of the best, youth-centric DIY 
scenes right in the shadow of the White 
House. The group is pretty mucha 
model of what you'd want from an estab- 
lished hardcore group — helping the 
scene in a variety of meaningful ways. 
But on top of that, one of their last per- 
formances at 924 Gilman a few years 
back, at the now defunct Gnarmaged- 
don Fest (which, after the booker’s ill- 
fated decision to dress up as Trayvon 
Martin for Halloween, was quickly dis- 
continued), stole the show. The group 
pushes hardcore to its breaking point, 
driving it right up to the edge of the 
powerviolence/grindcore cliff without 
actually jumping off. 


Violence to Fade 

Expect to see these guys in the pit for 
Breakdown on Sunday. The Massachu- 
setts group uses a generous helping of 
late ‘80s hardcore influence to create its 
sound, but adds enthusiasm and excite- 
ment that makes their take engaging 
and fun. I once saw this group play ina 
DIY spot in Connecticut where fans had 
to trek through mud, squeeze in be- 
tween several cargo trucks, and walk 
down a dark, wet alley to get to the spot. 





Needless to say, there weren't very many 
people in attendance, but Violence to 
Fade played that 10x10 room with ev- 
erything they had, and those in atten- 
dance danced hard, slipping and sliding 
on the flooded floor. If they bring even 
half that much energy to Gilman this 
weekend, the “no stagediving” sign 
should just throw in the towel right now. 


Breakdown 

Originally formed in New York in 1986, 
this heavy hardcore band is revered 
among hard-moshers for its 1987 demo 
tape — a bruising 9-song offering that 
provides a mid-tempo attack that would 
become one of the signature sounds of 
late-‘80s East Coast hardcore. The demo 
was so influential that both the first and 
second track (“Sick People” and “Kick- 
back”) have been canonized as band 
names for modern-day hardcore outfits. 
Backtrack, a highly celebrated, current 
hardcore band out of Long Island, also 
used Breakdown’s 1987 demo as the 
cover of its 2008 demo. And although 
the band has a rich history, one that has 
influenced hardcore kids around the 
world (Sick People are from Australia, 
and Kickback from France), this show 
won't just be a reenactment of Thomp- 
kins Square Park. It’ll be a real test to see 
how the 1987 demo lineup does in front 
of a crowd of 2015 hardcore kids who 
have just seen three days of hardcore. 


Plead The Fifth 

Sacramento’s Plead The Fifth mixes mod- 
ern hardcore elements with a well-rooted 
’80s style to create something heavy 
without the use of obnoxious downtun- 
ing, and exceedingly tough without any 
faux posturing. But underneath the mus- 
cle, the band’s lyrics map out a vulnera- 
ble, lonely reality, giving Plead The Fifth 
an emotional edge on many of its cook- 
ie-cutter counterparts. Tracks like “No- 
where,” which use mid-tempo rhythms 
and breakdowns to get the dancefloor 
moving, also display an immense sense of 
openness, something that adds to the 
punch of each mosh part.

It’s not often that a DJ’s name 
tells you much about their M.O., but To- 
tal Freedom, the alias of Miami-based DJ 
Ashland Mines, telegraphs exactly what 
you re gonna get: the kitchen sink and 
then some. 

It’s difficult to put Total Freedom’s 
sound into words, because no one has 
yet coined a genre name that does it 
justice. It’s a new sound, less than a 
decade old, that blossomed in the U.S. 
and the U.K. simultaneously. It crystal- 
lized with the GHE20GOTH1K party 
in New York and the Night Slugs record 
label in London (whose founder, Bok 
Bok, also happens to be DJing in San 
Francisco this weekend — see below), 
but its touchstones go well beyond 
that. It’s U.K. grime and American rap. 
It’s ‘90s R&B. It’s Baltimore club. It’s 
New York house. It’s soca, cumbia, and 
kuduro. It’s jungle and drum n bass. It’s 
British dubstep. It’s Hood By Air. It’s 
Dis Magazine. It’s industrial and goth,

A few local upstart bass music promoters 
(Bread, Sure Thing, and Parameter) have

Perhaps what’s most remarkable 
about Total Freedom is the darkness 
inherent in his DJ sets. A good deal 
of the music he plays is aggressive, 
uncompromising drum tracks with 
beat-you-in-the-face percussion that 
doesn’t let up. He softens the blow 
with edits and remixes of pop and R&B 
songs, throwing in a vocal from Be- 
yoncé or perhaps Brandy, or a sample 
from a song you last heard on MTV 


erans Bok Bok and Girl Unit. Night Slugs is a 
London-based record label, co-founded by 
Bok Bok and fellow bass fiend L-Vis 1990, 
launched five years ago at the height of the 
U.K.’s dubstep craze. Soon after, it forged its 
own identity, working with producers who 
borrowed liberally from bass-centric music 
scenes around the world and wrapping it all 
up in a glossy, futuristic, sci-fi sheen. Girl 
Unit released one of the label's iconic tunes 
(“Wut") early on but has laid dormant since;

One of the main problems with putting the word “kids” in your band name is 
that one day, way down the line, it will seem terribly ironic. The Get Up Kids 
have just reached that moment, with this, their 20th anniversary tour. But re- 
gardless of the years racked up between the band’s beloved debut album, Four 
Minute Mile, and this international celebratory tour, the Kansas City quintet 
have a back catalog that has stood the test of time. The band’s second full- 
length, Something To Write Home About, remains a classic. So whether you go to 
this to reminisce about your formative years, or you simply cannot miss hearing 
these songs live again, this show is sure to put a glow in your heart anda spring

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THE ASEXUAL DOM

I’m confused about my sexuality. For many years, I 
thought I preferred hetero-romantic asexual relation- 
ships. Exposure to select reading material — thanks to 
my gender-studies classes — has me convinced I’m an 
asexual t-type (i.e., “top,” but I prefer not to use such 
connotative terms) female who is attracted to slight 
and feminine men. I do not want to take off my clothes 
or engage in oral, anal, digital, or vaginal sex. Instead, 
I want to design sexual situations that comely young 
gentlemen will consensually enter: restraints, CBT, 
whippings, play piercings, fisting. To make matters 
worse, I’ve never been in a sexual situation or romantic 
relationship. I am 23 years old. Extremely low self-es- 
teem and a lack of trust in other people — especially 
men who are attracted to women — prevented me 
from reaching out to others, let alone informing a 
potential partner about my unusual interests. Fortu- 
nately, extensive therapy sessions have improved my 
self-image and willingness to take risks. Developing a 
romantic friendship with a potential partner is essen- 
tial. I doubt I will have much luck on the internet or at 
munches given that so many men doubt the existence 
of exclusively t-type females. I also don't fit or wish 
to fit the stereotypical Bettie Page—esque image of a 
t-type female. Dressing up in PVC and playing Mis- 
tress is not my thing. Do you have any recommended 
how-to guides or communities for t-type females? 

Beyond Envisioning Any Solutions T-type 

PS. I’m trapped in the closet. 


You should go to munches and put yourself 
out there on the internet, BEAST, because in both 
those places/spaces you'll meet — I promise — 
other t-type/Dominant women and the men who 
want to worship them and suffer at their hands. 

Your knowledge of the BDSM/kink/fetish com- 
munity seems pretty distorted — it sounds like your 
exposure has been limited to reading materials dis- 
tributed in your gender-studies classes — but I can 
assure you that there are men out there, some of 
them slight and feminine, who not only don’t doubt 
the existence of exclusively t-type/Dominant fe- 
males but are actively seeking them. But you're not 
going to find them under the rocks in your garden 
or at the back of your fridge. You're going to have to 
enter kinky places/spaces to meet kinky guys. 

There’s another type of person in those kinky 
places/spaces you need to meet: mentors. It’s par- 
ticularly important for someone with your interests 
— CBT, whippings, piercings, and fisting are not 
JV kinks — to meet, speak with, and be mentored 
by knowledgeable players. These are varsity-level 
kinks — they are skill sets that take time to acquire. 
You're going to need instruction from people with 
experience before you start torturing a guy’s balls 
or sticking (clean and sterile) needles through the 
head of his cock or his nipples, BEAST, as you could 
do serious and lasting damage to someone if you're 
winging it. Munches are your best bet for meeting 
the players and educators in your area who take 
mentorship seriously. Be open about who you are 
(an asexual t-type female/Dominant woman), your 
ideal partners (slight and feminine sub guys who are 
into SM, not sex), and your experience level (nonex- 
istent). Ask about classes, don’t do anyone/anything 
that makes you uncomfortable, and do the reading. 
(Check out Greenery Press for titles on female dom- 
inance, CBT, flogging, and other varsity kinks.) 

You know who else you'll meet in the kink 
scene? Women who don't fit stereotypical Bettie 
Page-esque images, don’t dress up in PVC, and 
don’t play Mistress games — but you'll also meet 
women who enjoy doing all of those things, BEAST, 
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as well as women who could take or leave Bettie 
Page, Mistress games, etc., but who dress up be- 
cause it turns on their partners and/or attracts the 
kind of men/women/SOPATGS* they’re interested 
in restraining and torturing. When someone is 
indulging your thing (a slight and feminine guy is 
giving you his cock and balls to torture), it’s simply 
good manners to indulge his things (letting him 
call you “Mistress,” if that’s something he enjoys, or 
pulling on a little PVC). 

And give yourself permission to grow — or to 
continue growing. You used to think you were one 
thing (a hetero-romantic asexual), and now you re- 
alize you may be another thing entirely (an asexual 
t-type/Dominant female who is attracted to slight 
and feminine men). Who knows what you'll learn 
about yourself once you actually start having IRL 
experiences? (Also... most guys into hardcore BDSM 
— particularly hardcore masochists — regard CBT 
and whippings and piercings as sex. Not foreplay, 
not a substitute for sex, but sex. Something to think 
through before you have a slight and feminine guy’s 
balls in your hands: Your “victim” may experience 
your play as sexual even if you're experiencing it 
differently, i.e., you may not feel like you're having 
sex with them, BEAST, but they're going to feel like 
they’re having sex with you. Is that okay with your 
particular flavor of/theories about asexuality?) 

PS. You're not trapped in the closet — that 
door locks from the inside. You can open it when- 
ever youre ready. 


I'm a foot-fetish guy who split up with my girl- 
friend of four years. She was into all the foot stuff, and 
we got into lots of other kinks. My concern is about 
meeting new women. I’m worried I'm not going to be 
able to perform for vanilla sex. I feel almost doomed to 
being solo unless I meet someone who is into the same 
stuff Iam. I was able to do vanilla with my ex, but I 
don't know if I can do vanilla stuff with other girls. 

Do you have any advice on what I can do to change my 
mind-set? Is it possible for me to perform vanilla activ- 
ities if Iam present and relaxed with a girl? 

Just Asking You 


You told your last girlfriend about your kink, 
JAY, and you can tell your next girlfriend about it. 
Act like it’s no big deal — “T have a thing for feet” 
— because... it’s no big deal. But if you're too shy 
to say anything, or you're afraid of being dumped 
by a girl who’s a foot-fetish-phobe (you should be 
in a hurry for those girls to dump you), there’s only 
one way to find out if you can perform vanilla ac- 
tivities with a new girl: give it a try. 


Thad an Ashley Madison account. But I did not 
create “my” account. Anyone can register an account 
using anyone's e-mail address, and deleting fake 
accounts costs money. Now my e-mail address is on a 
public database of AM users. People with accounts on 
AM are victims of the hackers, which you thankfully 
addressed in your last column. But members — actual 
and fake — were first victims of Ashley Madison. Shit- 
ty security aside, AM is a hub of extortion: no e-mail 
verification, pay-to-delete (not that your account is 
actually deleted!), and tons of fake accounts purport- 
ing to be women (to balance the real, paying accounts 
from men). My happily monogamish wife and I use 
OkCupid and FetLife, which helped us find our way to 
local swinger and BDSM clubs. There are websites that 
aren't reliant on fake users and extortion to build and 
then entrap a user base.
